Releases Municipal 
Funds for Building 

For the first time in 43 years 
the City of Sierra Madre holds 
title, as of Oct. 27, to the Sierra 
Madre Public library property 
at 442 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Following a meeting Tuesday 
night of the Library board of 
trustees, W. Webster Vannier, 
president, reports that plans 
can now go forward for con¬ 
struction of a new building at 
that location. 

At the same meeting the 
resignation of John Rudbach 
was accepted “with regret,” the 
board reports. 

For all these years the Li¬ 
brary Corp., in effect, has been 
carrying on the functions of 
the institution and maintain¬ 
ing it on leased property. When 
the property was presented to 
the Library

Even before the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce mem¬ 
bership roster is up to a work¬ 
able minimum, the determined 
nine-member board of directors 
is faced with the imminence 
of the Christmas shopping sea¬ 
son — and is doing something 
about it. 

Each of the busy directors 
could use another pair of hands 
and a proxy. They are inviting 
and accepting membership 
pledges, sorting over plans for 
Yule decorations for the village 
shops and streets, planning off- 
street parking for the cars they 
hope will be heading for the 
business area, meeting almost 
daily and still finding time to 
tend to their own business en¬ 
deavors. 

Donald H. Jackson, president 
of the new Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, re-activated after a two- 
year lapse, reports that plans 
are underway for leasing prop¬ 
erty to provide off-street park¬ 
ing for Christmas shoppers 
pending formation of a Parking 
district. 

The trend for Yuletide deco¬ 
rations will be toward the old- 
fashioned variety, x'he goal is 
a fully decorated tree in a red 
base in front of each business 
house. 

Jackson and other directors, 
in discussing plans with new 
and prospective members, are 
stressing the need for mer¬ 
chants to strive toward more 
pleasing store interiors and 
more effective display of mer¬ 
chandise. 

“This is one of the essen¬ 
tials," they emphasize, in pro¬ 
viding the answer to, meeting 
the threat of major retail de¬ 
velopments which are spring¬ 
ing up in nearby residential 
areas.” 

Merchants are being encour¬ 
aged to have Christmas mer¬ 
chandise displays on hand 
early for the Christmas season, 
again stressing inviting dis¬ 
plays. Sierra Madre stores long 
have been commended for the 
quality and availability of mer¬ 
chandise handled. 

The C. of C. president and 
those working with him report 
that response to the member¬ 
ship campaign is exceptionally 
good.

Trustees for the original do¬ 
nor finally agreed that the 
"forever” stipulation could be 
stricken from the gift deed. A 
new deed was recorded and 
title vested in the Library, then 
conveyed to the City. The title 
is insured in the amount of 
$65,000. 

Vannier makes no predictions 
as to when architect’s plans for 
a new building will be accept¬ 
ed. The next regular meeting 
of the trustees is slated for 
Dec. 1. 

What Type Building? 

Meantime, the years - long 
speculation about disposition of 
the familiar old building con¬ 
tinues. There is a possibility 
that it may be moved back on 
the property and retained for 
other purposes. This would 
please many old timers but 
practical considerations will 
govern this decision, Vannier 
says. 

Funds available for the new 
structure total about $54,000. 

Approximately $44,000 was 
raised by taxes shortly after 
World War II and another $10,- 
000 in U. S. Government “G” 
bonds is due in 1955. 

As things stand now, the 
site is established, funds are 
available. Now comes the de¬ 
cision as to the type of build¬ 
ing which will be most desir¬ 
able.

David H. Allen, Sierra Madre 
Community Fund drive chair¬ 
man, reports that mail response 
to this year’s appeal, by Tues¬ 
day, had totaled $1,574.75 of 
the $7,500 goal. 

Collections to date from 
house-to-house and business 
district solicitation have not 
been recorded by volunteer 
workers at this time. 

“While this year’s goal is 
greater than last year,” Allen 
points out, “the need for sup¬ 
porting the eight benefiting 
agencies also has increased 
with the growth of the com¬ 
munity and expanded activi¬ 
ties.” 

The member groups and their 
budget requirements for the 
year are listed below: 

Boy Scouts, $2423; Girl Scouts, 
$1235; Camp Fire Girls, $979; 
YMCA, $500; Community Nurs¬ 
ery school, $504; Family Serv¬ 
ice (new this year), $600; Toy 
Loan, sponsored by the Civic 
club, $500.80, and Visiting 
Nurse association, $800. 

The 1953 drive opened Oct. 26 
and is scheduled to close Sat¬ 
urday, Nov. 7.

John Ogden, who has made 
his home with his son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Coleman, 790 N. Auburn, 
since 1944, died Friday, Oct. 30, 
in Sierra Madre hospital where 
he had been a patient since 
August. 

A memorial service and bu¬ 
rial were to take place in Red 
Oak, la., where Mr. and MLrs. 
Coleman have accompanied the 
body. 

Mr. Ogden was born in Liver¬ 
pool, England, in 1869, coming 
to the United States in 1872. He 
spent most of his lifetime in 
Red Oak, continuing to farm 
there until his retirement a few 
years before coming to Califor¬ 
nia in 1941. In Sierra Madre he 
spent much of his time in gar¬ 
dening and tree culture in 
which he was highly success¬ 
ful, it is said. He found his 
chief recreation in reading and 
playing shuffleboard in City 
park with his friends. 

Surviving him, in addition to 
Mrs. Coleman, are a son, John, 
and a step-sister, Mrs. Belle 
Barstow, both of Red Oak, and 
a sister, Miss Eliza Ogden of 
Long Beach, Calif.

The Rev. Carl C. Smith of the 
Congregational church, offici¬ 
ated at the funeral. Committal 
was private in Pasadena Mau¬ 
soleum. 

Mr. Thacher, who was associ¬ 
ate headmaster emeritus of the 
noted Thacher School for Boys 
in Ojai Valley, was the hus¬ 
band of the late Hilda Blumer, 
member of a pioneer Sierra Ma¬ 
dre family. The couple was 
married here in 1911. 

Was Yale Graduate 

A native of New Haven, 
Conn., Mr. Thacher was gradu¬ 
ated in 1887 from Yale univer¬ 
sity where his father for many 
years was a professor. He la¬ 
ter prepared for the ministry, 
being graduated from Union 
Theological seminary in 1891. 

However, when he visited in 
California with his brother, 
founder of the Thacher School, 
he was prevailed upon to join 
him as associate headmaster 
and served in that capacity and

Increase as of Nov. 1

Printed matter such as Christ¬ 
mas greetings, unsealed, will 
cost two cents for the first two 
ounces and a cent and a half 
for each additional two ounces. 
This covers unsealed greetings 
which do not contain writing. 

The foregoing, Robertson 
says, does not effect air mail 
rates or mail to Service person¬ 
nel stationed in foreign coun¬ 
tries when addressed in care of 
the Postmaster, New York San 
Francisco, etc.

It is important 
for any town which cares about 
its history to have a historical 
society, and in California it is 
doubtful if any other city 
which dates back to 1881 can 
boast that its first real mayor 
is president of its historical 
society.

our town.

If you did—you will < 
have noted the very low cost ( 
of the operation of your fire i 
department. Whether it is 1 
wise to continue under the < 
present custom of volunteers j 
and without men at the station ] 
at all hours can only be sur- : 
mised. « 

To date everything has work- i 
ed out satisfactorily, and yet, 
who can tell when the time 
will arrive when the few min¬ 
utes of a late arrival may be 
the cause for holachust. Then, 
we fully realize, there is bound 
to be some reflection on the 
fire department. It, therefore, 
might be only fair to inform 
those who do not know, that 
they are relying on volunteers _ 
who are busy men. You are de¬ 
pending on men who may be 
called upon from a deep sleep 
and you must consider the 
time it takes to get out of bed, 
don fire-fighting equipment 
and find the location of the 
fire. 

Men living close to the fire 
station make every effort to get 
the trucks on the way toward 
the correct address just as soon 
as possible. Others do their ut¬ 
most to arrive in time to pre¬ 
vent fire from growing. There 
is no certain way of knowing 
the exact location of the fire 
when we are called from our 
homes or businesses. 

Our alarm system is not too 
good and perhaps it could be 
called real -bad!

After a regular fire drill re¬ 
cently Virginia Sayles’ car, 
parked near the scene, wouldn’t 
start and she attributed this to 
water in the mechanism. Our in¬ 
vestigation didn’t disclose any 
evidence of water having been 
sprayed from the hoses and 
none of the men recalls having 
seen this happen. 

However, we still want to 
apologize and also want it 
to be known that the men do 
their level best to prevent such 
things happening. We feel con¬ 
fident that there has been a 
mistake and that if any of the 
men had inadvertently turned 
a nozzle toward the car he’d 
have said so. Such things have 
happened.
